I have been buying and selling groceries for 
years, énd as a son of parents of limited means 
and large family heave been familiar with the 
cost of ilving for 20 years before I began buying 
and selling merchandise, anéd have given the mat- 
ter of cost of living a great deal of thought It 
is my belief that ff. ft le made a penal offense to 
held in cold storage eggs. vegetadies and fruits 
more than 80 days, as suggested by Mr. Monteith, 
we would be compelled to pay from fifty to one 
hundred per cent more for eggs, fruite and veg- 
etables. During the months of January, Febru- 
ary and sometimes March, and perhaps in very 
cold winters the price would be so high on ac- 
ccunt of scarcity that none but the wealthy in 
ofties and provident in the country could afford 
eres and fruits and some Kinds of vegetables. 
We would be Iike the grasshopper, instead of the 
busy bee or provident ant ; 

New I never owned any cold storage stock, nor 
any interest In any cold storage goods. but I am 
truly glad that someone with brains, industry, 
courage and cash has made it possible for me to 
get apples and other fruits and vegetables to eat 
and eel] six months after they are all gone from 
the tree or vine and stalk en4 some of them in 
the natural state. ,

The Clarendon will bears the latest 
date and was about to be accepted as 
a ibasis of compromise by the heirs at 
law, and by it each of them could obtain 
the amounts specifigally named in the 
various Wills, but several minor heirs 
would have had their inheritances 
scaled. Suspicion was directed against 
this will because it is written on paper, 
plainly watermarked, that is alleged 
not to have been made until several 
years after the date of the will. The 
paper was made by the manufacturers 
of a typewriter concern and that com- 
pany will be called upon to decide these 
facts. A Memphis newspaper says this 
company wil] testify that it began to 
make this paper subsequent to the date 
of the will.

Shaller was proprietor of a barber 
shop in Memphis for several years and 
later conducted a flour mill in Cincin- 
nati. The relationship is not questioned. 
There are several other cousins. 

‘Missing Pages Not Found, 

The “missing page will’’ was found in 
Mrs. Cloth’s desk in her mansion, but 
no clew has been obtained as to the con- 
tents of the missing sheets.

Had no intestate heir filed suit, the 
heirs under the will could have agreed 
and divided the estate.

and had an income estimated at $10,- 
000 a year, and Samuel Chester Reid. 

Reid, who is less than 40 years old, 
and who has made his home for sev- 
eral years at Miss Johnson's apart- 
ments, 6660 Cates avenue, was named 
her sole heir in the will. He is not 
related to her: family. No bequest 
was made to her five sisters, Mrs. 
Clarence O'Fallon, Mrs. Charles H. 
Ledlie, Mrs. Vilroy P. Blair and Mrs. 
Herman Schaefhs of st Louls and Mrs. 
Godwin Orway, wife of an army of- 
ficer. 

Reid has been, In recent years, the 
object of Miss Johnson's solicitude, and 
her wish to continue this care even 
after her death was shown in the pro- 
visions of the will. 

Reld’s older sisters were childhood 
playmates of Migs Johnson, who was 
the daughter of the late Dr. J. B. 
Johnson. Her interest in Reid was 
increased by his apparent tendency 
to'lead a roving life, and she invited 
him finally to her home, friends of 
the family say, in order to persuade 
him to settle down in 8t. Louis. 

Had Traveled Widely. 

He has éngaged in photography, 
and has taken large outdoor pictures, 
particularly of aviation events, in the 
last few years. In his: previous 
travels, he traversed. all parts of the 
United States, and some foreign coun- 
tries. 

Miss Johnson, who. died of pneu- 
monia at St: Anthony’s Hospital Nov. 
21, was well known 1n exclusive so- 
clety. She was one of the seven 
heirs to the million-dollar estate of 
her mother, Mrs. Nancy Johnson. 

By the provisions of Mrs. Johnson's 
will, the estate was held in trust for 
ther six daugtiters anid her one grand- 
daughter, Miss Wilhelmina Schdus, and 

t@ not. to. be distributed until all the 
aes beneficiaries die. Miss Johnéon’s 
death ‘was the first 6ne among them. 
The granddaughter has married, and is 
now:80-years old. Mrs, Jehnson’s house- 
hold articles were.exempt from the trust 
plan, and were divided. 

Four. of the five married daughters 
now. have children, and such of these 
children as may survive the five daugh- 
ters, and survive also the eldest of the 
grandchildren, will share in the final 
distribution of the property. 

From the trust estate, each of the 
six daughters received two-thirteenths 
of the income, while the granddaughter 
received one-thirteenth. Miss Johnson's 
income, her acquaintances say, was $10,- 
000. She spent little’ on herself, but 
was charitably inclined. She received 
$4000 in 1908-in commissions as an ex- 
ecutrix of her mother’s estate. 

Savings, {f Any, Unknown, 

How much of her money she saved, 
members of the family profess not te 
know. Any money or securities found 
to her credit in any. bank will go, under 
the will, to Reid, though her income 
closed with her death. He said yester- 
day that, so far as he knew, the estate 
was limited to the household articles 
and personal belongings, and he esti- 
mated their value at $500. 

He said he intended to give to the 
other members of the family any articles 
which might appear to be heirlooms, or 
which they might desire as keepsakes. 

Dr. V. P. Blair, Miss Johnson’s broth- 
er-in-law, said he understood that there 
was harmony between Reld and Miss 
Johnson’s sisters over the disposal of 
the property. 

Reid said the property was left to him, 
not because of its value, but because 
of his long friendship with+Miss John- 
son, 

Miss Johnson's will, made Jan. 23, 1909, 
stated: “I give, devise and bequeath all 
of my property and estate, both rea] 
and personal, of whatsoever nature and 
wherever located, to Samuel Chester 
Reid.”” Thomas J. Rutledge was named 
executor and the witnesses were Dr.

_| Supreme Court, Reopening Case, 


Allows Every Default De- 
cree to Be Attacked. 


Scores, of equity suits to annul di- 
voroces granted by default are expected 
by lawyers to result from the Supreme 
Court decision which paved the way for 
ee ee ee Sees. oe Oe 
sult of Mre. Emma Dorrance set 
aside a divorce granted to John H. Dor- 
rance in 1906. Four suits similar to the 
Dorrafice case have been filed already in 
the Circuit Court at St. Louis and 10 
similar suits have been instituted at 
various points throughout the State. 

Judge McQuillan, after hearing the 
Dorrance case, set it down for argu- 
ment Friday. If he should annul) the 
divorce, it would be the first divorce an- 
nulment in this State In 50 years after 
the expiration of the court term in 
which it was granted. 

Until the Supreme Court upset ali 
precedents in the Dorrance case the 
courts uniformly had held that no case 
should be reopened after the term of 
court in which it was tried, regardless 
of the fraud perpetrated in procuring 
it The Supreme Court’s decision, how- 
ever, makes it possible for every default 
divorce to be attacked by a suit . in 
equity. Where fraud can be shown in 
the obtaining of a divorce it now will 
be possible to have it annulled, even 
where the person obtalming it has Py 
‘married. 

Judge Woodson, in writing a hess 
ing opinion in the Dorrance case, de- 
clared the majority opinion would shake 
society to its very foundations. He said 
it was by far the most tmportant qutés- 
tion that had come under his considera- 
tion on the bench. 

Mrs. Dorrance, in her equity suit, 
charged that her husband, who had 
lived in Chariton County, came to 
st Louis and secretly and fraudu- 
lently obtained a divorce, .The St 
Louis Circuit Court sustained a de- 
murrer to her suit, and Attorney 
Loomis C. Johnson, representing Mrs. 
Dorrance, appealed to the Supreme 
Court. . 

The Supreme Court held that the 
trial court should have proceeded 
with the trial of the case, and by its 
decisions upset all its former deci- 
sions for 60 years. 

Discussing the Case. 

Judge Woodson declared the de- 
cision of the court might result tn the 
annulment. of many marriages, en- 
tered into’ after divorces had been 
granted, and affect the legitimacy of 
many children, 

- “How coull the law ever justify 
itself to the children of such a mar- 
riage?’ Judge Woodson asked. 

The other Judges, however, all held 
that Dorrance had obtained a di- 
vorece through fraud, and that it was 
the duty of the court to prétect Mrs. 
Dorrance and others similarly situ- 
ated against such frauds. 

Discussed Dangerous Doctrine. 

“The doctrine that the last hus- 
band of a wife takes precedence of 
all predecessors is a dangerous one, 
which we feel slow to recognize as 
a part of the judicial policy of this 
State,” Commissioner Brown sald in 
the majority opifiion of the court. 
“There may be instances where inno- 
cent women will suffer itn maintain- 
ing the integrity of the marriage 
relation, but in such cases the suf- 
fering will: not come from the pro- 
tection extended by the courts to 
those who honestly and sincerely fu}- 
fll. the obligations incident to the 
marriage relation, but from the fraud 
and wrong of those who treacher- 
ously violate them.” 

Dorrance has not remarried since 
he obtained the divorce, and neither 
hag Mrs. Dorrance. He is a wealthy 
land owner in Chariton County, hav- 
ing also an tncome of $40,000 or $60,- 
600 a year from coal lands in Penn- 
syivania, according to her petition.

Four Quit in East St. Louis and 
Others Are Threatening to 
Leave the Service. 


City firemen of East St. Louis are dis- 
cussing the advisability of going - on 
strike. Four of them. have resigned in 
the past few weeks and others have 
threatened to quit. Their grievance is 
that they are having a hard time cash- 
ing the anticipation warrants they re- 
ceive in lieu of cash wages, even at a 
discount. 

For the past five montha the city em- 
ployes of East St. Louis have been get- 
ting warrants on revenue that the city 
will not be able to collect up id next 
spring. The city is declared to’ de prac- 
tically bankrupt and because of litiga- 
tion growing out of the fact that the 
city has issued warrants exceeding the 
amount of money that will be available 
after the next tax aesessment, many 
merchants are refusing to cash the 
script. 

Won't Take City’s Paper. 

For some time merchants were willing 
to cash the warrants at 75 cents on the 
dollar, but lately many trades people 
have refused to accept the city’s ‘paper 
at that value. 

Recently the Street Departaient laid 
off 36 street sweepers because of lack 
of funds, and for several days the 
streets of East St, Louis have not felt 
the touch of a broom, Two policemen 
have resigned because, it is said, they 
need money. The four. firemen who 
have resigned told their superiors they 
were quitting for the purpose of en- 
tering other lines of business, but the 
general complaint has been that the 
pay is too slow. 

One fireman complained to his friends 
that he had not been able to put i'n 
the winter’s coal and that his children 
could not go to school because they 
were without shoes. Another said he 
was in danger of losing his. home, as 
he could not pay the installments on 
it. 

Fire Chief Michael Tobin denied his 
men were. quitting because of the city’s 
lack of funds. He said it was not true 
that they were forced to seek other 
work to support their families. He de- 
Clared one of the men who quit re- 
cently collected some life insurance and 
decided to open a restaurant in Ven 
ice. Another resigned, he said, rather 
than face a charge of neglecting his 
duty.

GREENSBORO, 'N. C., Dec. 7.—An 
indictment against. John H. Carter, 
American 
National Bank of Asheville, charging 
the misapplication and defalcation of 
funds approximating $100,000 in sev- 
en months, was returned by a Federal 
grand jury here today. There are 54 
separate counts. 

It is charged that Carter, as. presi- 
dent .of the Asheville Bank, delib- 
érately, wilfully and wrongfully mis- 
applied the funds of the bank by 
drawing exchange drafts payable to 
himself on its'New York correspond- 
ents, for which he placed no funds 
in ‘Ape ‘Asheville bank. Ofher counts 
chy e. false entries to cover: the al- 
legéed ‘ntsapplication and defalcations, 
false reports’ to the Comptroller of 
the Currency and large overdrawals 
of his personal account. These acts, 
it: is alleged, were committed from 
Dec. 27, 1909, to Augyst, 1910. In 
September, 1910, Carter resigned the 
presidency: of the bank .and has, it 
is ‘sald, paid back to its directors 
approximately $40,000 of his alleged 
misappropriations. 

‘Admission was made by Govern- 
ment representatives, who made the 
examination of the books of the bank 
and found the data on which the in- 
dictment was drawn, that Carter's 
shortage had been known for some 
time and that it had been covered 
by the directors of the bank, which is 
now said to-be in splendid condition. 

Carter is in Asheville and by order 
of Judge James E. Bridge the case 
was transferred today to that city 
for trial probably in May, 1913.

These prices ruled for 2% hours and 
were the ones quoted to the country 
raisers. 

The practical working of the plan was 
to enable all commission men to 
“throw bouquets at themselves.” Out 
in Missouri and Illinois, country mer- 
chants shipped butter and eggs and read 
the quotations upon which they figured 
to receive a corresponding price. 

Theh came a letter from the commis- 
sion man, stating in substance: ‘On 
account of our superior facilities for 
handling produce and the alertness of 
our salesmen, we are pleased to inform 
you that we have obtained more than 
the market price for your consignment. 
This thing of beating the market is the 
easiest thing we do and we will be 
pleased to further demonstrate our abil- 
ity in thig direction if you will favor us 
with your future shipments.” 

The plan worked with great success 
until the packing house men and those 
representing cold storage propositions 
became acquainted with the under-price 
quotation system. Then the trouble be- 
ean. These buyers worked on the Abra- 
ham Lincoln assumption that “Yey can 
fool some of the people all of the time, 
all of the people some of the ti..e, but 
you can’t fool all the people all of the 
time,’ and they began bidding over the 
market out in the country, and the re- 
sult Was the commission men found con- 
signiments growing scarce.

If settled as stated by Mr, Fultz, the 
great army of baseball) players will have 
learned this: That a civil contract will 
gain them recognition where a mere 
baseball contract will not 


Mr. Fulte is a lawyer of extensive 
practice, and his legal as well as his 
baseball knowledge enablo him to fore- 
cast with reasonable accuracy the result 
of the important session Monday. 

“I have studied the case of Roger 
Bresnahan and I have seen a copy of his 
contract. Roger signed the ordinary 
form of player’s contract and a special 
contract as manager. I find the club 
has done things for which even in base- 
ball history there appears to be small 
precedent. In order to understand these 
I will quote you verbatim the text of 
the ciyil contract held by Bresnahan 
from the Cardinals, at least such part 
of it as seems relevant to a discussion 
of the probable outcome of the affair. 

“Following is part of the text of 
Bresnahean’s contract, given to the 


public for the first time, As may be|}- 


seen it is all but tron-clad: 
Seventh—It is the mutual un- 
destanding of the parties hereto

| action the powers in baseball will 
take. I predict that they will bring 
pressure to bear upon the St. Louts 
team and the.matter will be adjusted 
to Bresnahan’ satisfaction. 

“The case is’ manifestly too unfair 
and has gained too much publicity 
to justify these gentlemen in over- 
looking it. If, however, Bresnahan 
has to go to law, his fight will be 
solely with the St. Louis team. The 
team will not be backed up by the 
organisation. Bresnahan will not be 
blacklisted. 


“Little Player’ Unprotected. 


*‘Bresnahan’s prominence will get him 
justice, however, where a lesser light 
might not get. the same hearing. There 
are many injustices done the little play- 
ers in ocontracts—more than people 
dream of. 

“It is these that the Baseball F'ra- 
ternity is eager to protect—the big fish 
can take care of himself, for the most 


the time is not far distant when 
ium, fellow will be protected. I 
want to make it plain that the Baseball 
Fraternity is not antagonizing organized 
baseball. The organization is keenly In- 
terested in maintaining the game—even 
more so than the magnates. We have 
no desire to tear things up, the dbject 
of the organization being te establish as 
nearly a fair balance between the rights 
of the player and the rights of the mag- 
nate as the exigencies of the game per- 
mit. 

“Contracts calling for personal service 
are exceptionally hard to reflect exact 
conditions to the benefit of Both parties 
to them. And at all cost, the club, as a 








unit, must be maintained. But contracts 
may be made more equitable and more

Laurens Enos of New York suo- 
ceeded Robert P. Hooper of Pennsyl- 
vania in the presidency, the latter hav- 
ing served most efficiently for two 
terms,

A verdict of death by accident was 
returned yesterday by a Coroner's 
jury in the case of 6-year ola Edwin 
Nicoll, who was killed in front of 4153 
Washington boulevard at noon Fri- 
day by the automobile of A. R. Byr4 
Jr., a broker, residing at 5428 Delmar 
boulevard.

It is not easy divorce we want; it is a fair dis- 
tribution of property. Make the capitalist share 
his profits with the creators of his wealth; give 
men honest wages; the human equation would 
soon readjust itself.

forced by circumstances to consider domesticity in 
the light of the poor man.

THEORY OF DIVORCE IS FALSE. 
NY such theory, putting a man in the class of 
A the butterfly, is, I think, fundamentally 
faise in human psychology. Any such theory 
leaves out the problems of youth, middle age and 
the gréat fact of the growth of human love. A 
boy may practice free love, and we may see the 
romance in his philanderings. But when an old 
man attempts to do likewise one and all of us con- 
sider him a profligate. 

Mankind desires a permanent union. Mankind 
ras, from its long experience, evolved the insti- 
tution of marriage.

Marriage is, of course, affected by economic 
ocnditions. From extreme capigalism to extreme 
Socialism there may be a violent staggering to 
and fro. But the human body, as a pendulum, 
will settle back in position, and when equilibrium 
is obtained it will stop at some normal course. 

Then marriage, man’s sacred institution for the 
propogation of the race, and the bulwark of the 
family, will be as it was intended, secure, indis- 
soluble, permanent. 

The divorce problem will be solved. Divorce 
will be abolished. 

The poker is sometimes used against burglars.

Marital disagreements and consequent unhappi- 
ness oceurs wherever there is marriage; however, 
there is human nature.

POOR MAN BEST ADVISER. : 

T IS the poor man who, age after age, reveals 

the tragedy of man. It is the poor man who. 

works out this very problem of marriage. 
The attitude of most: poor people regarding mar- 
“What can 
you do after 15 years?” In that time a man has 
become a part of a woman’s life, the woman part 
of his; quarrel and dispute as they may, they find 
themselves bound together. In cases of trouble 
the rich husband can get away; the poor man can 
not. He must stay and face the difficulties. This 
makes the poor man our best adviser. 

In the present mess the poor man has a good 
deal to say about the marriage and divorce. 

The poor have retained the religion of domes- 
ticity. This is true in England; it fs true in 
America. Consider, for instance, the importance 
of funerals among the poor. A funeral is a fes- 
tival. All this is an outcome of intense home 
feeling; close ties of kinship. 

Marriage lasts among the poor; and because 
they are poor they overcome difficulties for the 
sake of marriage. The poor man illustrates that 
divorce is not necessary; that marriage can be 
preserved, even though it is not always happy. 

What usually happens in such cases is that the 
husband, worn out by hard labor, long hours, sick 
and tortured by social conditions, returns home at 
the close of the day. He has worked in a grimy, 
ill-ventilated place; his health is probably de- 
pleted; his nerves strung to the last tension. -The 
least thing that goes wrong is apt to cause him 
to lose his temper. 

The wife, harassed by a large family of chil- 
dren, burdened with overwork, possibly wanting 
food and clothes, is nervous, irritable, unstrung. 
Whoever strikes the first blow is a matter of 
chance. It may be the husband, it may. be the 
wife. Neither is to blame. Both suffer a great 
deal. There are quarrels, bickerings, unhappiness, 
cruelty, perhaps. 

There are those who would advocate divorce as 
a relief from these situations; there are those who 
would blame God’s greatest institution. 
trouble does not lie tn the institution of marriage. 
The cure does not lie in divorce. 


THOSE WHO ROB MEN OF WAGES. . 
HWE blame rests with the people who have 
T stolen the poor man’s property. The solu- 
tion of the evil les, not—as I have said—in 
divorce—but In a more just distribution of the 
wealth of the world. 

And if America would evade the perfl of the 
disruption of the home, ff ft would remain great, 
it must protect marriage by giving the laboring 
man just wages, his share tn the world’s wealth. 
Then much of the marital unhappiness would dis- 
appear. 

You are seeking a relief from these conditions 
in America by easy and cheap divorcee. Give the 
married couples food in plenty, a decent home— 
give the husBitnd all he earns by his labor. That 
is the solution. 

Now in your own class, not of the laboring poor, 
and where the poker is not used—or where our 
position is such that the police dare not interfere 
—any man who is a tyrant must be adjudged as a 
maniac. He is simply a horse who has brokén its 
reins. But, as a matter of fact, you won't often 
find that a man really bosses in the home.

BURNS ESTATE TO BUILD 


Four-Story Structure Near Mc- 
Kinley Station Leased From 
Architects’ Plans. 


Purchases in the St. Louis realty 
market the first week of December were 
nondescript in character, but this is 
regarded by realty experts as a fore- 
runner of genera] activity. There are 
many prospectors in the field, but it fs 
hardly believed that the big purchases 
will be begun before the first of the 
year.

Not Aimed to Injure Negroes, 
but to Protect Owners 
Against “Pirates.” 


bill which is pending in the Muaicipal 
Assembly js being advocated by a com- 
mittee of the Real Estate Exchange be- 
cause the members believe that. the 
ordinance will put an end to a practice 
in real estate circles which C. M. Mc- 
Donald, chairman. of the committee, 
terms ‘‘pirating.’’ 

The. bill provides that where the ma- 
jority of persons in a block are whites, 


‘negroes will not be permitted te come 


in. Likewise whites will be barred from 
blocks of which the majority of resi- 
dents are negroes. The “pirating,” 
McDonald says. refers to persons who 
turchass a piece of property th a white 


who is‘really only a straw man. 

“Many inetances have come up. re- 
cently,” McDonald said yesterday, |! 
“where these tactics have beén carried 
out. The white property owners, in 
crder to protect themselves from the 
fancied tnroad, have bought the prop- 
erty. Such practices are to be dsplored 
and the Real Estate Exchange stands 
against such methods. 

No Hardship on Negroes. 

“The negro segregation bill is -not 
cesigned as a discrimination against 
that race. It works no hardship on the 
negro. In Baltimore (Md.) and Rich- 
mond (Va.) where similar ordinances 
are in force, the records show that 
there are 2 violations by white.persons 
te only 7 by negroes. This plainly in- 
dicates to me that the negroes as a 
race do not resent the plan.” 

McDonald’s committee has gone on. 
record as approving the pending or- 
dinance and has recommended to the 
Board of Directors of the Exchange 
that it be formally indorsed by the 
larger body. The board will meet to 
take action on the ordinance Dec. 19, 
according to McDonald. The other 
members of the committee are C, H. 
Anderson and William 8. Specht. 

Another committee of the Exchange 
which recently has been doing a 
great deal of work is the Membership 
Committee, of which C. Z. Trembley 
is chairman. Trembley and the other 
members of the committee, H. L 
Haydel and W. J. Murray, have. been 
doing much personal work in per- 
suading real estate agents not mem- 
bers of the Exchange .to affiliate 
withthe body. The present member- 
ship of the Exchange is 265. . The in- 
crease in membership was 10 per 
cent In the last’ month, according to 
Trembley. 

Objeets of the Exchange. 

“The Real Estate Exchange stands 
ready to guard the interests tiot.only 
of its members, but of every property 
owner in 8t. Louis,” Trembley said. 
“Through its committees the Ex- 
change works for the proper safe- 
guard to real estate interests in the 
Municipal Assembly and the State 
Legislature and works against such 
measures as are detrimental. The 
real estate agents out of the fold 
are beginning to realize the advantage 
of membership and we feel confident 
that the work of the Membership 
Committee will be greatly aided as a 
result.”

Treasures Collected by Granite 
Mountain Millionaire Auc- — 
tioned for $10,000. 


Adout $10,000 was realized upon the 
furnishings in the home of the late 
Charlies Clark, the Granite Mountain 
millionaire, at a three-day auction just 
ended in the financiér’s residence, 41 
Vandeventer place. The hore, which 
had been closed since Clark’s @é@ath last 
April, was thrown open Wedgesday to 
dispose of rare collections of china, 
ceramics, tapestries and works of art, 
the collection of a lifetime. All were 
disposed of save 18 paintings, which wi)! 
be sent East in the hope they will meet 
a better market. 

The sale was conducted under the 
auspices of the Mississippi Valley. Trust 
Co., trustee of the Clark estate. <A. A. 
Selkirk & Co. offered the furnishings 
in detail. A memniber of the firm de- 
clared the contents of the home should 
have brought $25,000,, and even that 
would not nearly approximate their 
valué. 


Home Beautifully Furnished. 

Charles Clark, who died at the age of 
80,*was one of St. Louis’ most spectac- 
ular nfillionaires. His home was fur- 
nished for the entertainment of his 
friends, and there, in his younger days, 
he lavished hospitality upon his busi- 
ness associates. It was, the scene of 
many a brilliant social function. 

The Clark fortune, which was inven- 
toried at several millions, grew’ from 
the enhancement of value in Granite 
Mountain Mine stock. Later Clark in- 
vested in traction propertie’, being the 
first owner of the Broadway line. He 
was identified with the Laclede Bank 
of St. Louis in its early days, and at 
the time of his death was a director of 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 

Clark traveled much: in his Hfetime 
and the remote placés of the world fur- 
nished much of the bric-a-brac and 
dainty ware that adorned his drawing 
room, library and dining hall. Much of 
this, some specimens of wares the mak- 
ing of which is said to be now a lost 
art, went into the hands of art dealers 
at a sacrifie®. Quite a few pieces of 
the Clark furniture went to notable 
St. Louisans, who bought’ through 
agents, but the better prices came for 
linens and napery and trinkets of least 
value, being purchased for souvenirs 
by friends. 

In the Clark collection were much 
Doulton and Coleport ware. There were 
many Dresden china service plates 


which brought $9 apiece. Two cut glass} 


flagons with solid silver lids brought 
$28 apiece, although the pair were ap- 
praised at $150. | 

The. Clark silver, heavy and of ex- 
clusive design, brought $2 an ounce, 
which is considered an exceedingly high 
price for.an auction sale. This ware 
rarely brings over the bullion price of 
60 cents an ounce. One of the greatest 
sacrifices of the sale was the purchase 
of a silver service consisting of a tray 
and set of five pieces. The salvar alone 
weighed 15 pounds. sterling, yet the 
sale price was but $365. This set is said 
to have cost $1000. It was purchased by 
a man named Noonan, 

$310 for a $1000 Rug. 

A Persian Saruk rug was another bar- 
gain obtained by a lucky bidder. This 
rug was 20 feet long by eight feet wide. 
It brought $310 and is said to be worth 
$1000. A mammoth tiger skin, beautifully 
marked, brought $110 and is said to be 
worth $350. It was bid in by Mrs. Charles 
McClure Clark, who also bought most 
of the linens marked with the family 
name. 

In the Clark drawing room stood a 
Sevres vase and onyx stand which the 
millionaire is said to have purchased at 
$2500. The vase with pedestal went to 


‘{ William Geist, who bought it for the 


home of a member of the real estate 
firm of Aiple & Hemmelmann. Geist, 
who was one of the largest single pur- 
chasers, also bid in a 24-piece set of 
Murani glass. This ware is spoken of In 
one of F. Marion Crawford’s stories be- 
cause of its marvelous tinting of red. 
These goblets each contain about eight 
ounces of virgin gold encrustations and 
are encased in a leather jacket. They 


lwere used by Clark on the rarest occa- 


sions. The goblets were bid in at $19 
apiece, but they are said to be worth 
many times that. 

Breckinridge Jones was a. purchaser, 
among other things obtaining a magni- 
ficent buffet with Grecian marble top. 

Picture Collection Rare. 

The small amount realized on furnish- 
ings caused the trustee to decide to 
offer the Clark pictures elsewhere. 

These pictures, now in the care of a 
local picture firm, were gathered by 
Clark in his travels, and are said to 
have cost him a fortune. 

Clark 4s survived by two sons, Charles 
McLure Clark, a broker here and Louls 
Vaughn Clark, who is traveling in Eu- 


rope.

Chief Allender’s Theory 


By Samuel Allender, Chief of Detectives, St. Louis. 


BELIEVE that Gladys Arnoid’s 


I 


confession is true and that her repudiation of it is a lie. 
The mere words of the confession, convincing as they aie, can give no idea of what 
the entire statement was. One should have seen, as Dr. Williamson and I did, how 


she went through the act of striking a match on her skirt, and of looking out of the Win- 
dermere Hotel window to see how high it was from the ground before uncoiling the fire 


escape rope, to appreciate how impressive th: confession was. 
After firing the Berlin Hotel the second time, she ran into the room of Mies Jane Foulkes 


and sat for several thinutes as if in a trance, ascording to Miss Foulkes. 


This may have‘ been 


the effect of horror and remorse, or it may have been a continuation of the trance-like ‘‘epi- 
leptic psychic state” in which alienists say py:omaniacs commit their crimes. 

It is the details of the confession which are convincing. For instance, when it was writ- 
ten that she had opened the door of the linen closet to drop a match inside, she corrected the 


statement by saying that she pushed aside the portieres, 
the second floor of the Berlin Hotel to show where she started the fire. 


Then, unaided, she drew a plan of 
I could not have 


suggested that, for I do not know to this day whether she drew the plan according to the 


architecture of the building. 


» Without the slightest coercion, she reneated her confession scores of times during the 
three weeks she was in confinement, eni even insisted upon its truth when some of the in- 


vestigato:s suggested to her that she was : 


made to fire the Windermere Hotel, Clara and 
Delmar beulevard. by igniting a towel thrown 
over an open transom in the room occupied 
by Gladys Arnold. 

On Nov. 5 Gladys Arnold confessed to at- 
tempting to burn the Windermere Hotel and 
to starting the two fires at the Berlin Hotel. 
On the same day, at 10:45 p. m., fire which 
started in the cloakroom on the first floor 
of the Hamilton Hotel, Hamilton and Maple 
avenues, did $500 damage. 

, At 12:15 on Nov. 8 fire was discovered in 
a storeroom on the fourth floor of the Ham- 
ilton Hotel. The damage was $1000. 

At 11 p..m. on Nov. 13 papers were found 
blazing in a hole which had been cut in the 
laths of a corridor wall on .the second floor 
of a frame cottage in the rear of the Ham- 
ilton Hotel, which is used as servants’ quar- 
ters. i 

At 11:45 p. m. on Nov. 19 a blaze on the 
second floor of the Hamilton Hotel cottage 
caused $1000 loss. 

Gladys Arnold did not start the Hamilton 
Hotel fires, because during the entire period 
of their occurrence she was securely locked 
in jail. 

On Nov. 23 Gladys Arnold repudiated her 

confession and ascribed it to the overpower- 
ing questioning of Chief of Detectives Al- 
lender. 
To these facts are added two presumptions 
The first 
iy that all the fires were of incendiary origin. 
The second is that the four fires in the Hamil- 
ton Hotel were set by the same person. 

Those who believe that all the fires were caused 
by one incendiary bring forward a mass of evi- 
dence and argument in support of their view. 
They impute Gladys Arnold's confession either to 
a delusion which is common among neuropaths 
and which is used with spectacular effect in the 
great Russian novel, “Crime and Punishment,” 
or to a collapse under the hours of insistent ex- 
amination to which she was subjected by the 
police. 

irging that the mental operations of a mad- 
man of the pyromaniac type are li ely to run 
iu the same rut, they point out striking simi- 
larities which characterize the seven fires and 
which, in their opinion, strongly point to a com- 
mon origin for the entire series. 


In the first place, all of the fires began in the 


vicinity of midnight, the hours ranging from 
16:30 p. m. to 2:30 a.m. Three of them occurred 
within half an hour of midnight, and two of 
them within 15 minutes of that hour. That fact 
is considered of high importance, as it would 
indicate that a criminal. purpose peculiarly fiend- 
ish animated ali cf-the incendiery acts. 

It is argued that the cointidense cf time in the 
entire series of Mlezes is cvidence of a murde ous 
passicn to cause the lors of as meny Hyves as pos- 
sible. most of the hotel guests being asleep in 
their rooms at midnicht. Thies evidence of a com- 
mon motive running through the seven fires goes

authorship for them. 

The probabi": f the existence of a homicidal 
. to be enhanced by the fact that 
the firebug disregarded his own comparative 
safety by timing his operations in the late hours 
o* the night. In the day, when the hotel corri- 
dors are filled with persons coming and going, 
a stranger might enter and leave without at- 
tracting notice. But at midnight, when few per- 
sons are stirring, he would be extremely likely 
tc be seen, and after the first fire at the Ham- 
ilton Hotel, a man or woman leaving the building 
at midnight would be a marked person. 

That the firebug escaped detection, in the Ham- 
ition Hotel fires at least, is ascribed to his cun- 
ning, which successfully evaded traps and guards 
set by the police. 

Other similarities brought forward are that 
all of the fires occurred in hotels of the same 
type—the family™hostlery—and in the same sec- 
tion of the city—the West End; that in every 
case the blaze was an attempt to fire the very 
febric of the buildings by starting the flames in 
a hole in the wall, a staircase, a hole in a ceiling, 
@ transom; ahd that in no instance, so far as 
can be learned, did the firebug make use of oil or 
other inflammables, his tools being simply pa- 
pers and matches. 

Having thus established in their own minds 
the probability that all of the fires were set by 
the same hand, the theorists proceed to attack 
Gladys Arnold's confession. They point out that 
whereas she declared the second Berlin fire start- 
ed in the rear of the second floor, Fire Chief 
Swingley maintains that it began:at the front 
of the third floor and that the police report con- 
cerning it states that the flames wére discovered 
or the third floor. [t is also pointed out that 
Miss Arnold, at some risk, delayed to awaken 
her employers and their children, and that she 
seved nothing of her own from the flames, escap- 
ing only in her nightdress. 

Her psychology is examined to prove that she 
cannot be a pyromaniac. Pyromaniacs, accord- 
ing to alienists, differ from neurasthenics In that 
the former have no delusions. , Their condition 

due to a disease of the inhibition centers of 
the brain, which permitg criminal impulses to 
surge up unrestrained. 

Now, it is well established that Gladys Arnold 
did suffer from one delusion. She appeared be- 
fore her employers with slashes and cuts in her 
coat and asserted that her father had mét her 
on a St. Louis street and struck at her with a 
knife. Police investigation proved that her fa- 
ther had not been in St. Louis for more than a 
year before she declared he had attacked her. 
If she had this delusion, it is asked, is she not a 
neurasthenic instead of a pyromaniac, and could 
she not also have had the delusion that she was 
the author of the Berlin Hotel holocaust? 

Dr. H. M. Nash of Norfolk, Va., author of a 
scientific study, of pyromania, lays stress on the 
fact that the disease ie characterized bf moral 
delinquency in some form. That Miss Arnold was

free from this failing is argued from the year of 
employment she spent in a household so strict 
as that of the Rev. Dr. William J Williamson, 
pastor of the Third Baptist Church, St. Louis. 
Another bit of evidence advanced in support 
of the theory that Miss Arnold did not fire the 
Berlin Hotel is a letter which she wrote from 
the Windermere Hotel two days after the Berlin 
was destroyed and two days before the attempt 
It was ad- 











o? doing it—such as having seen moving picture 
shows with fire scenes—and finally I told him 
maybe he was right, and that perhaps I had done 
it without being conscious of it.” 

In direct opposition to this array of evidence 
is the theory, which is perhaps held quite as wide- 
ly that Gladys Arnold: did start the fires at the 
Berlin and Windermere hotels and that her re- 
prdiation of her confession is a falsehood. 

The chief argument is the confession itself.

dressed to Mrs. Williamson’s mother, who lives in 
Kansas City, and whom the girl, who was regard- 
ec almost as one of the clergyman’s family, fond- 
ly addressed as “grandma.” It is urged that the 
sorrow she expressed for the deaths caused by 
the fire is too artless and sincere to’ have ‘been 
felt by the author of those deaths. The letter 
reads: 


BARBARA GLADYS 


Windermere Hotel, Nov. 3, 1912. 
“Dearest Grandma: 

“I know you have been awfully worried about 
the fire. We are all safe and sound, but it was 
certainly a terrible thing. We all have had colds. 


Mr. Williamson burned his hands, but not badly. 


“You know I stayed over in Mrs. Williamson’s 
rooms until about 10:30 and read, then I went 
over to my room and took a bath, then went to 
bed, and the glass and fire were falling in my 
room and it was light as it could be. 

“wy rushed out in the hall and everything was 
on fire. I ran to Mrs. Williamson’s room and 
told them. They all got up and got biankets, 
and Augusta (Dr. Williamson’s daughter) got 
some of her clothes and we got downstairs. I 
didn’t have a thing: on but my pajamas 

“We didn’t any of us realize how awful bad 
the fire was. I feel kind of weak. But we all 
are certainly thankfal that we escaped with our 
lives. The poor old man that burned to death 
was right over me. 

“Dearest grandma, don’t worry about Mrs. Wil- 
liamson. She had a bad cold, that’s all. My 
best love to dear little grandma. God bless you 
and keep you, dearie, and pray for me. I often 
think of you and long to see you. I am always 
your friend, GLADYS ARNOLD.” 

Those who hold to the belief that the seven 
fires had a single author close their case with 
Miss Arnold’s account of the manner in which her 
confession was elicited: 

“Chief Allender talked to me more than three 
hours in a room at the Windermere,” she said. 
‘He kept talking to me about the Berlin fire 
and accusing me of setting it. I told him, 40 times 
or more, that I didn’t do it, and didn’t know any- 
thing about it. 

“He kept telling me that he had proof—plenty 
of evidence, he said—and that it would go easier 
with me if I confessed. No one would know but 
himself and Dr. Williamson, he said. 

“Then, too, he kept suggesting that I might 
have done it without being conscious of what I 
was doing. He kept that up until he really made 
me believe that I might have done it uncon- 
sciously. 

“He suggested the way I might have done it, 
and the way 1 might have come to have the idea 
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a* the Windermere was found when 
Williamson burst in, byt she’ said she had

MAHOGANY 


URING the autumn the saws in the mahog- 

any mills of Louisiana go night and day. 

There are seasons during which only day 

runs are made, but the busiest time for the mahog- 

any people is during the autumn, when the mill 
machinery never ceases operation. 

During the day of 24 hours 60,000 feet of lumber 
are, it is said, cut in the average mill. Month 
aftey month the ships come up through the Gulf, 

least 20 cargoes a year coming to anchor be- 
side the gunwale. A great many vessels are de- 
voted to this enterprise, their sole purpose be- 
ing to get the logs from their tropical ports and 
bring them to New Orleans, returning for an ad- 
ditional cargo. About 10,000,000 feet a year of 
mahogany comes into New Orleans and is partly 
“manufactured” in Louisiana. 

In Mexico and the states of Central America 
the contractor pays $5 for a single tree. This 
is certainly cheap enough. But it is the expense 
of getting out the timber that makes of mahog- 
any such an expensive lumber. The tree stands 
deep in the forest in the midst of an almost im- 
penetrable jungle. There are no groves of ma- 
hogany trees—they flourish perhaps not more 
than two to an acre.

Sites in Holy Land Provokes Controversy Among Lon- 
don Clergymen—Critics Cry “Sacrilege’”—“Work of De- 
votion and Reverence.” Reply Champions—“Bioscope 
Oberammergau,” Says. St. Louis Minister. 


me gm HE Christmas of 1912 will 
~~ be distinguished in one 
VS striking respect from 
every previous anniver- 
sary of the birth of the 
Savior. Other celebrations 
of the most joyous and 
hallowed event in history 
were as filled with glad- 
ness, with good cheer and 
with reverence as will be 
the festival now closely 
approaching; but this will 
be commemorated by a 
development so important that by its aid Ma- 
caulay’s famous New Zealander, contemplating 
the broken arches of St. Paul’s in the distant fu- 
ture, would be abl@ to reconstruct in vivid de- 
tail the faith and worship which animated those 
crumbling ruins. i 
Across the abyss of twenty centuries the oc- 
currence which is the basis of the religion of al- 
most the entire civilized world, and one of the 
newest and most wonderful of the inventions of 
the science which has often been at war with 
‘that religion, have touched hands and joined re- 
sources. On this Christmas. for the firet time 


since the holiday was instituted, it will be possi- 
ble to behold the great drama of the birth of 
Christianity, unfolded, not by the elequence of 
pulpit orators, not by the feeble printed page, but 
in the very streets of Jerusalem and the deseii 
of Egypt, by. the graphic magic of the world’s 
latest language—the moving picture. 

The word “language” is used advisediy. It is : 
matter of wonder that man has so long been con- 
tent with expressing life by means of so unlif« 
like a medium as words. The vocable “horse” i: 
absolutely unlike the real horse; “hill” migh: 
mean a valley just as well; even Milton’s ‘“‘clashe: 
on their sounding shields the din of war” an: 
Meredith's “Through the long noon croonin; 
through the coo” are but imperfect representations 
of the facts they designed,to imitate. 

How much more natural and vivid it is for man 
to express life by means of pictures is shown 
by the fact that the earliest writings were proba- 
bly picture tings: But this pictorial script 
had a defect which caused it to be supplanted 
bv letters. It was rigid and motionless; it lackec 
action, and therefore could not express one Of 
the fundamenta] elements in man’s experience— 
time. ' 

This defect, only a few years ago, was elim- 
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The Foreshadowing of the Cross. 


inated by the genius of Thomas A. Edison. By 
the invention of the bioscope he, combined the 
viyidness of pictures photographically accurate 
with infinite flexibility of action. How true and 
universal is the appeal of the new language to 
the human understanding is proved by the fact 
that the moving picture has almost ousted’ the 
spoken drama as the popular amusement, not only 
in America but in Europe. if'is true that words 
may have a subtlety and precision lacking to pan- 
tomime;: but subtlety and precision are acquired 
tastes, with which the majority of persons is little 
concerned. 

No doubt the best known story in the world is 
that. of the birth of Christ. It has been told a 
million times, with all the embellishments of 
priestly oratory. It has been read by nearly every 
civilized pereon in the thriiling version of the 
New Testament. It has been painted and carved 
it sculpture. Music, with its profound power of 
emotional expression, has attempted the holy nar- 
ration. But never, until this year, was an essay 
made to tell the recital in its own original scenery 
through the medium of the world’s newest tongue 
—the animated picture. 

As was related in a recent article in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch Magazine, a moving picture 
firm in New York has just completed an ambi- 
tious film, entitled’“From the Manger to the 
Cross,” which undertakes to translate the words of 
the: New Testament into the ultra-modern lan- 
guage of the action portrait. The concern an- 
nounces that the scenes were taken wherever pos- 
sible upon the original sites; that the birth scene 
was posed upon the spot traditionally regarded 
at that of the Bethlehem stable; and that the 


episodes of the Savior’s youth were staged in 


Egypt and Nazareth. 
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That this attempt was so long belated, that h 
was delayed until other great epics, like the 
Odyssey and the Divine Comedy, had long since 
been transposed into moving pictures, was due to 
the fear that the novelty of the medium would 
have an effect of outrage. Because writing, paint- 
ing, sculpture and music were worid-old arts, 
there was never a sense of disrespect in the por- 
traying of sacred personages, or even of God Him- 
self, by means of words, oils and plaster, marble 
and tones. But to depict them by means of the 
pencil of light, which is the artist of the moving 
picture, seemed so new and strange an innovation 
that it was feared religious sensibilities might be 
shocked. 

Therefore the company which produced the film, 
“From the Manger to the Cross,” proceeded with 
the utmost caution. It was announced that the 
pictures were primarily desizned for the use of 
clergymen and churches, and that their exhibi- 
tion would not. be permitted in association with 
secular films. The concern even vouched pub- 
licly for the moral character of the actors who 
impersonated the leading figures. 

Nevertheless, at the first production of the 
film before an audience of 3000 ministers in Lon- 





“don a little over a month ago, a storm of con- 


troversy arose. The newspapers were flooded 
with opinions both for and against what is vari- 
ously described as ‘‘a sacrilege” and as “a deeply 
devotional endeavor.” Appeals to the London 
Public Censor revealed the fact that he had no 
authority over moving picture plays, but only over 
the written and spoken drama. Because of the 
outburst, his jurisdictiOn was enlarged to in- 
clude biograph exhibitions.
